Inside of H o u se Is W h ite w a sh e d and 
Is Cozy D uring Severe Weather in 
W in ter— Hens Happy in P le a s­ 


ant Surroundings. 


We have just completed a now hen­ 
house that we are sure will be very 
convenient in curing for winter layers. 
This house \va^ not built on the spur 
of the moment, but after throe or four 
years of careful 
planning, guys a 
writer in Missouri Valley Funner. We 
studied farmers’ bulletins, agricultural 
reports, farm papers, in fact, ev(Ty­ 
thing we could find which explained 
the building of good poultry houses. 
We also visited several chicken farms, 
and studied the buildings that have 
proved satisfactory there. We believe 
that our new house is better suited 
to our present needs than anything 
else that we could have built. 
The house is 50 feet long by IO feet 
wide. 
It is 7 feet high in front and 
4*5 feet at the back.

Half-Pint of Cider Vinegar in Slap 
Hat Proved Gratifying Pallia­ 
tive in Many Caves. 


When taken off pasture and con­ 
fined to a dry ration the chicken-eat­ 
ing sow will likely resume her old 
practice of having a chicken dinner 
every now and then 
Such sows should not be retained, 
but if for any reasons they must be 
kept, and kept together with poultry, 
then feed 
the sow a half-pint of 
cider vinegar in her slop two or three 
times a week
